UTTER COULAP8K OF GREEK 
ARMY IJf ASIA MINOR 


LONDON, Sept. 15.—(By The As- 
sociated Press.)—-With the utter col- 
lapse of the Greek Army In Asia Min- 
or before the Turks, the long smould- 
ering "Near Eastern" problem again 
has suddenly been brought up, and 
in some quarters, is considered at 
contltutlng a threat against the peace 
and well-being or Europe, owing to 
the differing interests and conflicting 
views of the principal allied govern- 
ments. It is considered no longer a 
mere question be'tween the Turks and 
the Greeks, but to have developed in- 
to a direct conflict between Turkey 
and the Allied powers. 
The center of the problem concerns 


the future fate of Constantinc pie and 
Thrace and herein lies the principal 
difference between Great Brltian and 
Fi»aiiee. 
Great Brltian desires to 
keep the Turks out of Europe, and 
France is believed to sympathize with 
the Turks, and to desire them to re- 
gam Eastern Thrace. 
Jugaslavia and the other nations of 
the little entente, would, however, 
fierecely oppose the, Turks being 
readmitted to Thracfi, and it is be- 
lieved in some quarters th«it any such 
development; ^outfl throw the whole 
BaiKat questions cgain into the melt- 
ing pot. Then, tnere is the question 
ol Soviec Russia's attitude and the 
Soviets seem to be giving considera- 
ble support to the Detentions of the 
Kemalists. There is a general feel- 
ing reflected in official circles in Lon- 
don that the British policy toward 
the Turks which has been apparent 
for several years will be continued to 
the bitter end. It is known that the 
Turks long have been of the belief 
that Great Britian was seeking their 
extermination—their reduction to a 
little agricultural people incapable ot 
taking part in European 
affairs. 
With the Turks avowedly ready to 
live or to die by the national pact of 
Angora, 
which 
they declare 
al- 
ready has been consecrated by the 
blood of many thousands of their 
dead soldiers, a deadlock is thought 
in some quarters to have been created 
which diplomacy may not be able 
to break. 


The latest dispatch from Constan- 
tinople regarding the fatalities in 
Symrna said thousands "of persons 
were believed to "have perisbe*d." 
Previous reports had indicated that 
the fatalities were between one and 
two thousand. It is thought that the 
one hundred and twenty thousand 


vlcUsns mentioned in (he above dis- 
patch may include, killed, wounded, 
and others who have suffered In eon- 
•equates of the capture of Bymrna

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THE LAST OF THE WOODEN 


SHIPS.

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The only extant herd of white ele- 


phants has been sold. 


Reference is made to the 288 wood- 


*n ships which were built during the 
stressful war period and which wer* 
to bridge the Atlantic by keeping a 
flow of men and munitions abroad. 
They were, comparatively speaking, 
small ships, and were intended to meet 
the inroads which had been made by 
the unrestricted submarine warfare. 
Each ship cost approximately one mil- 
lion dollars, a figure which aeeme out- 
landish today, but which was not act- 
ually so when one considers the per- 
iod during which they were con- 
structed. 
Material was high and la- 


bor at the shipyards was being paid 
at a rate which tempted the best ef- 
forts. 


Despite the earnest representations 


made by shipping men, the great pro- 
gramme Vas carried through and ship 
after ship went down the ways on Hog 
Island and new keels were laid. Vir- 
tually all of the vessels had 
been 


launched when the armistice came 
and there arose a visionary horror o£ 
$288,000,000 spent on a project which 
suddenly had become useless. Small 
blame lies there for we were living in 
a period of "do or die." Nobody could 
afford 
to hold the 
national purse 


strings on the vague assumption that 
the war "would soon be over. And so 
it was that America's white elephants 
glistening in their new battleship 
grey—some of them fantastically cam- 
ouflaged, took to the sea but only to 
ride idly at anchor, rising and sinking 
•with the ebb and flow of the tide in 
James river, waiting for something to 
turn up. Long strings of these ser- 
viceable ships have lain idle for two 
years and now they hare been sold 
Herein lies the great tragedy. Near- 
ly three million dollars worth of ship- 
ping was knocked out under the ham- 
mer for less than the cost of one of 
them. The whole batch went for 
$750,000 and not one of them will ever 
raise its flag and contend for com- 
znerse in the maritime highways. It 
la stipulated in tbe sale tbat they be 
junked, that is to say the purchaser 
has bought them for the material he 
can save. "We can recall no more un- 
fortunate national investment than 
this. 
It hardly reflects upon poor 


business judgment, for had the war 
continued they might have proved a 
salvation. 
About the only compen- 


sation is the fact that the sale wipes 
the books clear of a troublesome re- 
minder. 
It is a closed chapter now 


aad the government at least will be 
spared the expense which has been 
accumulating for the past two years 
In the upkeep up a fleet which went 
little further than the launching ways 
of the yards.

Peggy Beal, slayer of Frank Ander- 
son, "the perfect lover," asking her 
to marry them. Among the suitors 
for the hand of the fair slayer are 
ministers. Also many men who claim 
to have great riches. 
Peggy Beal, who shot and killed An- 
derson, scion of an old Philadelphia 
family, in a hotel room in Kansas 
City, June 3^ has just left the hospi- 
tal where she has recovered from 
wounds inflicted upon herself after 
shooting Anderson. 
She is charged with murder and will 
face a jury in Kansas City in the near 
future. 
She herself is the moving 
spirit back of plains for an early trial. 
"I want to stand before the world 
vindicated," she said. "I want other 
women to know what I suffered. 
I 
want them to know that I killed An- 
derson to save other women from his 
clutches." 


Minister Proposes 
Meantime the proposals of marriage 
come flooding in. In one of'-them. a 
man calling himself a Detroit minister, 
says in part: 
"I am sure you are not all bad. No 
woman could have written the won- 
derful love thoughts that you have 
written and be bad at heart. I would 
like to make you my wife and lift 
vou up from the depths of despair. 
"As a minister, it is my duty to of- 
fer you a haven in my heart and 
home." 
Peggy Beal, before revealing the let- 
ter clipped the writers name from it. 
She said she would not give out the 
names Of any of those who have writ- 
ten love letters to her. 
A man describing himself as a Gal- 
veston, Tex., sea captain wrote that 
he was sure he could make her forget 
the drear dajs that have followed the 
killing of Anderson. 
"If you marry me I will see that 
you forget the past," he wrote. "I am 
not so terribly handsome or so terribly 
good, but I would be willing to give 
every hour in tte day to trying to 
make you happy. 
"If you will say the word, I will get 
a year's leave from my work, and will 
ome to Kansas City at once." 
From 
San Diego another man 
writes: 
From a Widower 
"First I must confess I am a wid- 
ower but in that confession I ought 
:o make myself more desirable to you, 
for I have learned how to put up with 
:he whims of women. 
''I have read that you trusted Frank 
Anderson.and then learned be had 50 
other sweethearts. 
"I want to say that I never have 
paid court to more tnan one woman 
at a time. You could count on me be- 
ng loyal and true to you." 
Peggy has not answered the letters 
—at least not many of them. 


One of the letters, she says, is from 
j. former convict. 


"I have had my troubles and you 
have had yours," he writes from neai 
San Quentin, Cal. 
"I bave 990 I made doing fancy 
work while in prison. I'd like to send 
you that to come out here and we 
would eee if we couldn't be happier 
together. 
"Please answer at once whether you 
would marry a former convict, if he 
is trying to do right now." 
Love letters do not thrill Psggy 
Beal as they once did. she says. It 
was when Frank Anderson, just oat ol 
the army, wrote such strong protesta- 
tions of love that she received her 
greatest thrill 
"The Perfect Lover," the young 
woman styled Anderson, when she 
spoke of him to other women. 
£he exhibited letters from which 
the following is an excerpt: 
"Dearest Peg: I tave just finished 
reading one of the most wonderful 
books. Tbuvia—Maid of Mars.' Hon- 
estly, sweetheart. I never knew I wa* 
such a big cry baby. I read it with 
& handkerchief in the left hand and 
I had to use it constantly to clear my 
visage. 
If you have not read it, by 
all means get a. copy." 
Apparently Peggy got a copy for, 
after Anderson had come to Kansas 
City to join her, he was found dead 
and she near death from 
bullet 
wounds inflicted by her in a. hotel 
room. By her side lay a. copy of the 
book, "Ttnvia—Maid of Mars."

was open at an illustration of Thuvia, 
character of the novel, standing over 
the dead body of her victim, a dag- 
ger in her hand.

For weeks the youngr woman lay 
between life and death 
Physicians 
had given up hope when from Terre 
Haute. Ind.. her former home, came 
this telegram. 
"Tell mama I love her and want to 
get well " 
It was from Louis Beal. 13 year old, • 


•who lives with his brother. Stephen, 
and their father in Terre Haute. The 
children bave lived with their father 
since their parents were divorced sev- 
eral yeors ago. 
It was the child's telegram that 
caused Mrs. Beal to have a determina- 
tion to recover, and to seek vindica- 
tion by an early trial.

Labor Council 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.'J. Sept. 15— 
The erecutlve council of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, in annual 
session here, today announced that It 
had drawn a proposed amendment to 
the constitution of the United States 
aiming to put into the hands of Con- 
gress "powers which' have been usurp- 
ed by the Supreme Court, an arbitrary, 
autocratic bureaucracy body of men". 
The proposed 
amendment 
was 
framed at this time as A direct result 
of 
Attorney 
General 
Daugherty's 
court action again the railroad shop 
crafta according to the labor chiefs. 
For years, however, President Samuel j 
Gompers had advocated such legisla- 
tion, and , according 
to the labor 
leaders, grasped the present oppor- 
tunity to insert it in labor's program 
as opportune or the gaining of public 
support general.

Under the terms of the proposed 
amendment aa drawn by the federa- 
tion council, the United States Su- 
preme Court will have the power to 
review any act of congress and to de- 
clare such an act 
unconstitutional* 
But in the event congress for a second 
time enacts the legislation in ques- 
tion it will be beyond the power of 
the court and will stand as the final 
and unassailable law of the land." 
It will be introduced in Congress at 
the earliest possible moment, said Mr. 
Gompers. 


At the same time that this amend- 
ment is made the subject of a nation- 
al campaign, "among all state federa- 
tions of labor, local unions and city 
central bodies," a similar campaign 
will be set in motion to bring about 
passage of the child labor amendment 
recently introduced in congress by 
Senator McCormick of Illinois, the ex- 
ecutive council announced. 
Gompers and ten officials of the 
national organization also announced 
it had been decided not to rejoin the 
"international Federations of the un- 
ion with headquarters in Amsterdam 
Holland, "until the 
Internationals 
shows a disposition to take into ac- 
count the American position and aban- 
dons its arogant and superior atti- 
tude".

COTTON MARKET 


HAS BEEN OFF 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—The cotton 
Market'has shown continued irregu- 
larity during the past week. Various 
features have been commented upon 
by local traders as tending to strength- 
en confidence in the industry ultimate 
value of the staple. 
This, however, 
has remained subject to a feeling of 
uncertainty with reference to the ab- 
sorption ojC increasing new crop re- 
ceipts, and the action of prices has 
reflected the 
conflicting influences 
arising from such view* of the situa- 
tion. It is hardly expected that gin- 
ning will have 
reached its height 
much before the middle of next 
month and trader* feel that 'if the 
South continues to sell freely, the 
market will be called upon to absorb 
a good deal of cotton during th* next 
three or four wcoka.

This idea would seem to have been 
largely responsible for the apparent 
tendency of offering* to increase 
around or above the 22 cent level, 
while the bullish view of ultimate 
values is said to have brought In buy- 
ers on the comparatively moderate 
declines. - Among the bullish feature* 
considered responsible for the talk 
of higher price* later in the season, 
have, been a reduction in private es- 
timates of the crop reports of an in- 
craslngly active demand for cotton 
goods, in the domestic markets, and 
expectations of Increased export* bas- 
ed on reported offerings of cotton bills 
la' the foreign exchange markets and 
decreasing stocks of American cotton 
abroad. The latter lost «5.000 bales at 
the counted point* of Bngland and 
Europe during the week, and Liver- 
pol cables have reported a flar de- 
mand from Lancashire spinners wlih 
a light demand from th* Continent. 
Advice* received here from the 
South claim that larg* spot interests 
have been buying new crop cotton as 
rapidly n* offered but thin has been 
reflected in hedge selling In the fu- 
ture* market* which has helped to 
hold the advance* i check. Nervous-
